Appropriate Dl»p«i»l of this Estate 


for Ten Years. 


A special meeting of the Public Proper- 


ty committee was held Thursday even- 
ing to consider a proposition from Miss 
Katherine P. Wormeley to lease the 
Townsend homestead on Broadway for 
the "Newport Industrial School for 
Girls", an organization instituted on 
the 18th of this month for the training 
of girls to be good housewives, good 
domestics, and self-supporting in the 
various ways of skilled labor. The 
proposition, in etteet, was to lease the 
property for a term of ten years at an 
annual rental of $300, tho lessees to 
make all necessary repairs and altera- 
tions and to keep the place in firstclass 
order. The fact that the objects of 
this new school, though not strictly to 
the letter of Miss Townsend's will, arc 
fully in keeping with her well-known 
wishes, had great influence with the 
committee, and, as a large outlay would 
be necessary in any case before the 
place could be made habitable, the prop- 
osition was accepted and the lease 
granted without a dissenting vote. The 
lessees will take possession at once and 
tho necessary repairs and alterations 
will be begun immediately. 


The school will begin with the fol- 


lowing departments: 
Day nursery, 


where mothers may leave their little 
ones during the day; primary school 
for house work, taught by object les- 
sons; practical school for housework, 
for the special training of domestics; 
cooking school, sowing 
school and 


laundry.

Probing by Electricity. 


Tlie eloctrieal probe which foiled to 
locate the bullet in the body of Preui- 
(lentGarfleld, says the New Vork Her- 
ald, has been perfected through the 
united labors of Prof. Bell and Dr. John 
II. Girdner, and has been successfully 
exhibited before a largo audience in tlio 
New 
York 
academy of medicine. 


Dr. Uirdner lirst explained the mechan- 
ism. Tho primary current of electric- 
ity from a battery of six colls is passed 
through a wire, whore it is interrupted 
000 times a second; then through two 
coils, one of No. 25 wire, the other of 
wire twice as largo; thence back to the 
cells. The next part of the apparatus 
was a common telephone receiver. A 
vviro led from this through two coils, 
as iu the primary circuit, and back to 
the telephone. When the two sets of 
coils were laid on one another, a metal- 
lic sound, rather musical, would he 
heard in the telephone. Hut the coils 
wore nicely adjusted fo perfect silence, 
and held to place by paralHne in a long- 
handled, velvet-covered case. If placed 
in proximity to auy metal, the balance 
is disturbed and the metallic sound is 
heard. 


Col. Clayton, who carried a bullot in 


his breast which ho received at Cedar 
Mountain, then appeared, was bared to 
the waist, and the "explorer" moved 
over his scarred breast, and the bullet 
was shown to be lodged in the pleora. 
Two wires were next attached to the 
telephone receiver, one connected with 
au ordinary darning needle, the other 
with a flat piece of steel. After locat- 
ing a bullet by the explorer, the stet'l 
is placed on the patient's moistened 
skin, and the needle is pushed into the 
flesh till a sharp click in the telephone 
signifies that the bullet has been reach- 
ed. This experiment was successfully 
tried on a big piece of beef. Tho inven- 
tors say they will not patent tho con- 
trivance, for it will ho needed in all na- 
tions in time of war.

legitimate business; that the enforce- 
ment of the law has had no noticeable 
effect upon the 
population beyond

iidoptod last April hy a bale constitu- 
tional majority upon a slender vote,

ington Natlonid Drill, public attention 
Is concentrating upon the novel event 
and preparations K° briikly forward. 
T],e ruling of tlie Interstate Commis- 
BionerB allowing reduced rates of trav- 
el to bo given to people attending the 
prill, will tend greatly to increase the 
crowd of visitors. The leading railroad 
lines of the country telegraph to head- 
quarters that they are expecting and 
making arrangements tocarry immense 
numbers of excursionists to the Bpc-cta- 
cle, and that the accommodations of 
tho Capital as regards board and shel- 
ter will probably be taxed to their ut- 
most capacity. 


They are unnecessarily alarmed on 


tills point however. Washington is a 
city of hotels ;>nd hoarding-hounds, and 
its adaptability to crowds has never 
fully been tested. It was not uncom- 
fortably full at the timo of the Cleve- 
land inauguration, and it was estima- 
ted that there wore then two hundred 
thousand strangers within her nates. 
Still the'Drill committee, which seems 
determined to leave nothing undone 
that can add to the pleasure and 
com- 


fort of tho occasion, will'keep a list of 
hotels, boarding and lodging houses, 
where rooms and bods with and with- 
out meals can be had. . 


Rooms are registered at prices rang- 


ing from $1 upward, and meals can be 
had from 25 cents upward. 
If those 


wanting rooms will address the Nation- 
al Drill committee, stating just what 
they want as to rooms, beds and meals, 
and what they are willing to pay, they 
will be put in communication with per- 
sons who can furnish such accommoda- 
tions. About the 21st. of May, an offi- 
cial will be at each of the railway 
sta- 


tions in this city to give the same in- 
formation to people arriving, so as to 
enable them to repair directly to such 
quarters as arc mostconvenieut to the 
station where they arrive. 


There is every indication that the 


Drill will be successful in every partic- 
ular. Tho East, West, North and South 
and every other section of the Union 
will be represented in the contest, and 
an abundance of funds for the expenses 
of the whole all'air were long ago sub- 
scribed and paid into the treasury. $28,- 
500 will be distributed in cash prizes, 
besides stands of colors, gold, silver 
and bronze medals, special medals and 
plate trophies.

The Drill will commence

days, closing on the 30th, "Decoration 
Day," with a grand combination pa- 
rade through the streets of tho city. It 
will bo tho largest gathering of citizen 
soldiery, and the finest display of their 
excellence in the manual of arms and 
military mamnuvros that has ever been 
seen in this country. 


State and other local drills have beeu 


hold at different places, many of them 
meeting with signal success.

tional drill has ever before been at 
tempted, and one could not be carried 
out elsewhere than here.

Underdraining in Spring. 


'Although spring is usually a busy 


time for mon and teams, it is on some 
accounts tho best for uudordraiiiiiig. 
The soil while moist and loose from ro- 
cseut frosts is miicli more easily dug 
than after it has been scorched and 
dried put by the heats of summer. 
There is sumo advantage also in having 
euoiiRli water in the ditcli as dug to se- 
cure a uniform fall. A depression of 
one or even two inches bolow tho grade 
may pass unnoticed, when the bottom 
is dry. but with enough water to make 
a email stream .every little sag is made 
manifest at once. It only takes a small 
depression to Impair, if not entirely de- 
stroy, tho usefulness of an undordrain, 
andj vfhen water is running, n uniform 
fall can bo got without the use of tho 
level. While spring ought to be a busy 
time on thn farm, it is also true that 
wet land cannot be worked until it is 
either drained or dried out. 
Some- 


times putting a drain tin ouch wet 
pieces can be done in less time than it 
can be got ready for tho plow without, 
and in such cases it is bettor to put the 
dram through, making a permanent 
improvement, rather than keep mon 
and teams idle while tho land is dryin". 
But the full benefit of underdraining 
done in spring is not shown until at 
least one winter has passed over, the 
drained ground freezing the -soil deeper 
than it could be while wot, and thus 
making it fertile to a greater depth.

Ordering Nursery Stock. 


These aro busy days among nursery- 


men, tho long continuance of winter 
weather causing delay in filling orders 
for trees and plants grown outside tho 
greenhouses. Orders received during 
the winter are attended to first, and 
those not thoughtful enough to know 
that thoy will want any trees, and who 
only order when reminded by approach- 
ing spring that it is time to plant, get 
only the tn-ss left over after tho first 
orders have heon filled. Host nursery- 
men have a considerable share of their 
marketable stuck taken up nnd heeled 
in during tho winter. 
Those fall-du" 
trees go to lill the orders on hand in 
spring, while orders made later have to 
be supplied with trees dug from tho 
rows. Trees properly heeled in have 
calloused their roots preparatory to 
putting forth now (Hires, and aro much 
more sure to grow than trees dug late 
in tho spring. It is, therefore, not alto- 
gether for tho convenience of tho nur- 
serymen, but for tho benefit of tho pur- 
chaser as noil, that trees or plants 
should be ordered as early as possible. 


Feeding Young Pigs. 


It does not take long for a good litter 


of young pigs to outgrow the capacity 
of the sow to furnish enough milk to 
keep them Ihirfty. This milk from its 
dam is the best, possible nourishment 
for young pigs as for all other animals; 
but with eight to twelve or fifteen hun- 
gry stomachs to he filled tho sow can- 
not possibly give enough milk to fully 
satisfy them, however, well fod she 
may bo. By the time tho pigs are ton 
nays to two weeks old they will begin to 
cat, and they should he 'helped to all 
they can devour.

Manuring in the Hill. 


All kinds of vines are benefited 
by 


manuring in the hill, besides the 
amount applied broadcast to the soil 
But manuring in thehill needs to lie done 
with discretion, or it will do more harm 
than good. Tines aro enormous con- 
sumers of moisture, and with free bear- 
ers are more apt to suffer from drying 
out in midsummer than from any other 
pause. A forkful of coarse, strawy ma- 
nure in dry times makes the hill over it 
dryer than ever. No straw or litter of 
any kind should bo put under seeds of 
any kind in largo quantity. Partly fer- 
mented maniiro mixed with under soil, 
and thoroughly compacted by treading 
down, will attract moisture and be a 
reservoir from which the plants above 
may draw. One difficulty in applying 
manure in tho hill is that it is thrown in 
too loosely and the soil is not campact- 
«d around it 


Harrowing New Seeding. 


Many fai m< r; who grow winter wheat 


are doubtful about the benclit from 
harrowing it in spring, mainly because 
they fear that the stirring of tho ground 
will uproot t!io small timothy grass 
«own tho fall hoforo. It scorns as if the 
slightest scratching on the surface 
would ho enough to destroy tho young 
seeding; but experience shows that it is 
not Injurious, lint rather beneficial. 
Tossilily some plants aro destroyed, but 
what remain arc so much benefited by 
the cultivation of the snfnco that thoy 
fill tho vacant spaces.

The 
refuse of the rich man's kitchen is care- 
fully stored by the cook, and g"ld to 
lealersin "second-hand" food, who in 
turn retail it to the poor.

. He dries and sells the cofYec- 
* used in his master's coffee; he 


saves the drippings of tho oil in which 
;bc fish arc fried or tho macaroni is 
cooked, lays by thu shavings and drip- single 
)ings from tli6 candles, and for these 
ind similar odds und ends receives at 
east three or four lire (sixty or eighty 
cents) a month. The markets where 
these articles are sold are usually on 
,h« Plaza, or open square, found in all 
Kalian cities. 
From one anil the same 


vonder may bo purchased almost auy 
articles from a pickled cucumber to a 
rusty sword. The market-man squats 
on tho broad smooth stones of the I*la- 


,vith his goods piled around him— 


old clothes, nails, second-hand food, 
dried coffee-grounds, eandlc-ends and 
drippings, 
tools, 
knives and folks, 


rusty iron bedsteads, 
and a host of 


other article too numerous to mention. 
It is from such sources that the econo- 
mical Italian housewife obtains her 
provisions, her clothing and her furni- 


irc. 
The average rent paid by the Italian 


working-man for bis 'room, his home 
and workshop combined, is twelve to 
iificen dollais a year. If ho is a stone 
mason, or engaged in any other work 
that dues not require him to make a 
workshop of his homo, he may, for the 
sake of sunshine and air, pay more— 
' eighteen or twenty dollars—ami take a 
room higher up, on tho third or fourth 
floor. Those who are able to do this 
am not many. Tho majority must con- 
tent themselves with tlie cheaper rooms 
in basements and on 
ground-floors. 


Unmarried workingmen, if not living 
at home, live in lodgings where beds 
cost three or four cent's a night. A 
very poor laborer will biro for five cents 
a double bed —-that is, one about fourfeet 
wide—and share it with a companion, 
thus making the cost for each only two 
and a half cents. ' Sometimes as many 
as thirty sleep in a room not sixteen 
feet square, the beds being arranged 
like bunks, one above the other, two 
persons in each bunk, tho sleepers 
''spooning" together packed like sar- 
dinos. 


At twelve o'clock, aftur six hours 


work, our Italian goes Lo the nearest 
"tratoria," and for seven or eight cents 
gets a hearty dinner of macaroni, bread 
and wine. The wine used is tlie last 
drippings squeezed from the grapes. It [ 
is really little more than so much .sour : 
water, anc is bought for eight or ten 
cents a quart. 
If the workingman has 


a family, a mess of live or six pounds 
of macaroni, costing seventeen or nine- 
teen cents, is prepared by the wife; a 
live-pound loaf of bread is bought for 
fifteen cents, making the dinner for the 
entire family of six or seven persons 
cost only thirty or forty cents. Supper, 
like breakfast, is meagre—bread and 
linocchio, or perhaps bread and coffee. 
At a working-man's tratoria a pint of 
so-called coffee costs one cent; with 
sugar two cents; a third of a pound 
of bread one cent-^thrce cents for a sup- 
per of bread and coffee. 
! 
This is the mode of livingof the poor- 


er class. The more fortunate, such as 
tlie families of foremen, of small shop- 
keepers, and the more skilled mechan- 
ics, live somewhat better. There are 
public kitchens where the wife takes 
her choice dishes to be eooked. For a 
trifle she has a steak cooked to a tnrn, 
her artichokes fried, or a ham boiled. 
This division of labor—co-operativo sys- 
tem—reduces the cost of living to the 
lowest limit. Fuel is very scarce and 
very dear. With a few twigs and a 
handful of coals, the Italian wife does 
an aincunt of cooking that would seem 
impossible to an American. 
Little 


children and old men and women hob- 
ble along the roads picking up the stray 
twigs and dead bits of grape vines. 
They keep the roads clean, and gather 
enough fuel to prepare their simple 
meals. Little, fuel is used for wanning 
purposes. The nearest approach I saw 
to a fire not designed for cooking _ pur- 
poses was some smouldering coals in 
an open pan. It was in the high lands 
of the Apennines; the wind was raw 
and cold. With half a dozen peasants 
I bent over that Sellers-like stove and 
shivered.
